I found I could push a 2" dia speaker almost all the way to the bottom of a 
plastic 10 oz drinking tumbler. Leave the bottom sealed. It actually 
resonates a little high, about 1000 Hz, and isn't real peaky, but makes an 
amazing difference. Once built like Gary suggests would be even more 
efficent. What I like about the plastic tumbler is it is a lot lighter than 
PVC and the tumber cost 50 cents, the speaker was free, salvaged out of 
something or other, a real qrp project :-) 


It takes very little drive to get good volume out of one of these, so if 
your rig can't drive a normal speaker and you need to use headphones, I bet 
it can drive a resonant speaker to decent volume, just fine.

Since we're knocking Surface Mount techniques about...... 


Thanks to the generosity of a member of this list, I recently came into 
possession of a board with lots of SM parts on it. Even had some NE602's. 


One of my other hobbies is building model airplanes, so I had a heat gun 
used for shrinking the plastic covering material. The gun heats to over 
400 degrees. I bought it from Tower Hobbies for less than $20. (I think 


it was $12.95) 


So, I heated a section of the board with the gun, watched the solder turn, 
and picked the parts off with my tweezers. It was a lot easier than 
removing leaded parts from a board. It took me a couple of hours this 
afternoon, but now I have a nice assortment of SM capacitors and resistors 
with marked values, each in a plastic envelope. I've found that heat 
doesn't usually damage SM resistors and capacitors. (of course, I used as 
little as possible) I removed the ICs first with my iron using solder wick 
and a little pressure from a knife blade to raise the pins. (damaged one) 


The capacitors had to be measured to determine their value, because they 
weren't marked, however, I sorted them by size, color and appearance first, 
and that made the measuring faster. 


There are a lot of sources for SM parts, these days. Most portable radios, 
walkmans, Thermostats, TV clickers, etc., are full of them. If you enjoy 
scrounging, like I do, you can obtain a range of values for experimenting 
before committing to an expensive parts order.

I think that abstaining from use of RIT would absolutely be the wrong result! 
RIT is nothing more than a tool. If you have it, use it! I remember some 
while back when we were all listing features we thought were important in a 
QRP rig. I was surprised how many (but I don't think it was anything close to 
a majority) failed to list RIT as an essential feature. I wonder how many of 
those who undervalued the RIT feature are part of the group complaining of its 
use. 


In any event, use of an RIT is beneficial as it allows calling stations to 
spread out just enough to permit stations to distinguish themselves. It is 
good operating procedure and should be encouraged! Furthermore, it is 
absolutely the friend of the lower powered station and/or one with a lesser 
antenna system. That station will almost certainly be covered up by a higher 
powered station or one with a better station if both are on exactly the same 
frequency. Ah, but move a few hundred hertz and a receiving station (using 
RIT) just may hear you through the confusion! 


There are way too many of you out there with much better antenna systems than 
I have for me to have much of a chance in a straight on pile-up. My only real 
chance is to sneak through with technique. That means sliding up or down a 
bit and relying on the receiving station to use it's RIT (or else I will 
probably be out of his bandpass). 


This complaining about RIT is absolute nonsense! Ignore it! Those people 
apparently don't fully understand and/or appreciate RIT (or just plain don't 
have it) and need to read Joe Gervais' excellent explanation on it's use. If 
you have some kind of QRM fighter (i.e. passband tuning) on your rig and I 
don't, does that mean you can't use yours? Hell no! You have the tool, so 
use it. Again I say RIT is a tool! A good tool! If anything, it will help 
maximize the number of contacts that can be made. Why is that a bad thing?

I am having a problem with my QRP++ and would appreciate some advice. 

The rig is not holding its memories. When I turn it on, a whole new 
group of frequencies are in the memories, most of which are not in the 
ham bands. The mode resets to SSB even though I only use it on CW. The 
SCAF filter goes to 2400 even though I normally set it for 600. If I 
press the lower left button while turning the rig on, the default factory 
preset frequencies are in the memories. 


My first thought was the need for a new battery. I changed the battery 
which was in fact low. The problem persists. This problem does not seem 
to affect the operation of the rig. The receiver works well and I am 
getting out with the normal power. It is just annoying to have to reset 
everything whenever I use it.

Mike Czyhajewski posted a message the other day about his and ARCI's 
stand on QRP organizations. In the heading of the message was an 
address list with my call as the first address. The reason that it was 
there was because Mike C. copied the message to me. He made reference 
to the inner circle of arkie in his posting, and some may have inferred 
that because of my address being in the header, that I am among the 
members of that group. I am not on or in the "Inner Circle of ARCI". 
Just wanted to clarify that one. I am member number 7296.

Doug is correct. When I first sent out the message internally, I sent it 
to the inner circle with him as BCC (and mentioned in the body that he 
was a BCC because I didn't want him to get spammed with any discussion 
it might generate). When I posted it to QRP-L I put the following in the 
CC line--KI6DS, BOD, QQSTAFF, OFFICERS, and the address book function of 
the mailer fleshed out the 3 aliases. Unfortunately, when it gets sent 
out all of the individual addresses are on there and the aliases are not 
mentioned, giving the possible impression that all of the addresses are 
in a common group. 


That's one of the problems with e-mail addressing. When I have comments 
for internal distribution but want "outsiders" to see it, I usually do 
it that way--put the "outsider" down for a BCC (blind CC, who receives a 
copy but whose name does not appear anywhere on the message) and tell 
everyone that someone else is getting a BCC. We've had problems in the 
past with a number of people getting spammed by unwanted comments 
because they got sucked into them by being included on a CC line. People 
almost always answer things by using the "reply to all" function, and 
then the address line with unsuspecting, innocent people attached gets 
propagated and perpetuated for some time. 


I regret any inconvenience that this may have caused Doug, and I also 
apologize to those who have been sucked into discussions against their 
will in the past :-) Remember, if you have a complaint about the QRP 
Quarterly or QRP ARCI awards or contests or subscriptions or anything 


else, send them to me or to some other individual, but don't send them 
to a CC list you see on a qrp-l posting somewhere since it may well 
include people who were innocent bystanders :-) 


And speaking of the QRP Quarterly, I just received my subscription copy 
a couple days ago. Outgoing editor KU7Y told us that it would be in an 
envelope this time, and it was. Mine arrived in good shape, but MD is 
much closer to Canton, OH than the west coast is. Those of you who are 
QRP Quarterly subscribers, please let us know if your October issue 
arrives mangled. And if it does, please let us know if it also arrived 
mangled in the past when it was not in an envelope. We've avoided going 
to first class mail due to the much greater expense, and aren't 
convinced that it would give any greater protection to the material 
(which seems to arrive unmolested in the vast majority of cases, even by 
bulk mail). 


Non-QRP postal comment--speaking of postage, I just mailed a Hewlett 
Packard meter to WLHUE in Idaho, postal zone 8 from here, 12 pounds. 

The clerk first gave me the first class, priority mail rate of $16.15. 

I asked how much I would save by going ordinary parcel post--she told 
me it would be five cents less! That's $16.10 for parcel post, and 
$16.15 for first class, priority mail. One has to wonder how much better 
service it will get if the difference between the two is so microscopic

I have looked over several mods to increase the power output, and the one 
that comes to mind is changing to a 4:1 transformer in the output and 
changing out the final transistor.

Also my Q5 is still a J309, should I change that to a J310 as I have seen 
recommended?

Hi Barry... I work with PCs... I HAVE had a bad, NEW, battery (for the 
CMOS) show up every once in a while over the years. Even checking the 
voltage isn't really enough with some batteries-note the way Duracell tests 
them under load in that builtin tester. It isn't a common occurance-but it 
would be the first thing I would redo, before looking more deeply. And then 
there's whether it's in correctly. Some/most such batteries appear to be 
diode-isolated... so reverse voltage from the battery won't affect anything 
(and any voltages higher than the battery's won't go INTO the battery, 
avoiding a nasty little bang in the case of Lithium cells.) 


My first step after this doesn't help would be to check that isolation 
diode. Then there is probably a very-high-value "super-cap" somewhere that 
may have shorted... they stuff a lot of foil and goop into quite a small 
package for the usual values ranging from 1/2 to 1 farad at 5VDC. Finally, 
there is the CMOS memory itself. It is much more likely to be something 
else (like a leaky capacitor) but if the chips are socketed, you can simply 
pull them and see if the voltage hangs in there. 


I would put a high-input-impedance DVM on the CMOS voltage bus and (with 
the chips and a new battery in place) turn off the power supply, and watch 
it drain-noting the rate. Then, remove the CMOS (with power OFF!) Turn it 
back on, note the new voltage, and, again, turn it off watching the drop 
rate. If it stays the same as it was WITH the memory IC(s?) removed, it's 
not the chip(s). You can follow the same procedure for that super-cap, and 
other components right there around the memory and battery circuit. 


Let me know how it goes, please. Good Luck.

The mirrored glass and some infrared blocking coatings are stong absorbers 
of RF. Try taking a handheld radio up to the surface of a metalic coated 
window. Within about a foot you will notice a drop off in received signal 
and will have no signal at all right next to the glass. Discovered this by 
accident--set my handheld on a window sill and it went dead or so I 
thought. Simply moving it away from the glass began to rapidly restore the 
signal strength.
